Volunteers offer free tax help, 
make sure filers get tax credits 


Working on your tax return? 
Need some help? It may be as 
close as your neighborhood 
library or community center. 

The Internal Revenue Service 
has hundreds of trained volun- 
teers who are staffing tax help 
sites across Alabama. 
Taxpayers. whose household 
income is below $38,000 and 
who file a fairly simple tax 
return can have their returns pre- 
pared free at any of these sites, 
most of which also offer free e- 
filing. 

“These dedicated volunteers 
give their time to make sure 
people get all the proper tax 
credits and deductions, like the 
Earned Income Tax Credit,” 
said IRS spokesman Dan 
Boone. 

Boone said the Earned 
Income Tax Credit (EITC) can 
greatly increase the refund 
many tax filers get, but, thou- 
sands who are eligible for the 
credit fail to claim it each year, 

“Last year 470,463 Alabama 
families claimed more than 
$995 million in EITC,” Boone 
said. “Our ‘volunteers. are 
trained to identify others who 
are eligible and can benefit from 
this tax credit.” 

The maximum EITC amount 
for 2005 has increased to 


$4,400. To get the credit, tax- 
payers must have worked for 
some part of the year and have 
income under approximately 
$38,000. 

The free tax help sites are in 
convenient locations such as 
libraries, churches, community 
centers and shopping malls. 
Some even offer evening or 
weekend hours of service: 

Many of the volunteers who 
staff these sites return year after 
year, The IRS partners’ with 
AARP, United Way, local gov- 
ernments and other community 
organizations to. provide this 
free service.

Sale of Dorsey Trailers facility

Elba. Mayor James Grimes 
reported Tuesday that great 
progress is being made this 
week in the proposed ( and long 
awaited) sale of the bankrupt 
Dorsey Trailer plant in Elba. 

Grimes has been working for 
months to:-help complete a deal 
which would result in the 
reopening of this homegrown 
Elba manufacturing facility. 
Tuesday he said a deal has been 
signed, some money has 
changed hands and those close 
to the matter expect the deal to 
be completed soon. 

Company executive . Rod 
Scheer, from Colorado, and 
Grimes have discussed timing

of their move into Elba and the 


. new owners are expected to be 


in town some time around the 
first of April to get utilities 
turned on and begin setting 
plans to make the plant ready to 
again produce the top quality 
over-the-road tractor trailers, 
bearing the “Dorsey” name 
plate. 

The mayor said there are still 
some environmental problems 
with the Dorsey property “on 
the hill” and that portion of the 
complex is not presently part of 
the deal. These’ problems’ were 
discovered whén an outside 
engineering firm was recently 
hired to determine the exact 
contamination exposire that 
existed on the plant site.

Sparks gives 
precautions against 


Formosan termites 


Agricultire & Industries 
Commissioner Ron Sparks is 
reassuring consumers that safety 
precautions have been taken to 
ensure that wood infested with 
Formosan subterranean termites 
has not.and will not be sold for 
use as mulch in Alabama, This 
reassurance comes following an 
email of unknown origin that 
has been widely circulated 
throughout the country. The 
email claims that wood salvaged 
from Louisiana following 
Hurricane Katrina is heavily 
infested with Formosan subter- 
ranean termites and that the 
wood is being turned into mulch 
and sold to, major . home 
improvement retailers, 

“Lam not sure how this rumor 
got started, but I want to be sure 
that it is cleared up quickly,” 
said . Commissioner Sparks. 
“We have been working with 
Commissioner Odom in 


' Louisiana very closely follow- 


ing Katrina. Our mutual con- 
cers are protecting our homes 
and making sure that people are 
safe.” : 

Last. fall, the Louisiana 
Department of Agriculture &, 
Forestry issued quarantines: for 
woody debris in Cameron, 
Calcasieu, Jefferson, Jefferson 
Davis,, Orleans, Plaquemines, 
St. Bernard, St. Charles, St, 
John, St. Tammany, Tangipahoa 
and Washington ~ parishes. 
Woody debris cannot: be moved 
out-of these areas without first 
submitting a plan for treatment 
to the department. 

“T’ve had my people out look- 
ing into these claims to make 
sure there. are’no violations of 
the quarantine,” said Odom. 
“I’ve also -had our invasive pest 
expert contag¢t the stores men- 
tioned in the email and we've 
yet to find any validity to the 
claims in the email, In my opin- 
ion, someone is using. the 
Internet to cause hysteria about 
a problem that, doesn’t deste 
exist,’ Odom said. 

AS itt precaution, 
Commissioner Sparks is urging 
homeowners «not “to. remove 


building materials from ‘storm: 


damaged homes and install them 
in new structures unless they are 
absolutely. sure. no termites’ aré 
in them. The best way. to gain 
this assurance is through an. 
evaluation of. the material ‘to 
determine if the material is suit- 
able for use,or infested by ‘the 
Formosan subterranean termite 


or other subterranean termites. 


Infested. wood may, need. tréat- 
ment that may include the use of 
borates, fumigation, heat 'treat- 


‘ment, or other treating methods, 


The Formosan subterranean 
termite is native to mainland 
China, but has migrated into thé 
continental United States. The 
Formosan subterranean. termite 
is. geographically distributed in 
many counties. of Alabama; 
however, population densities of 
the termite are higher in the 


coastal areas’ of » Alabama, 
Florida,.; Mississippi, | and 
Louisiana, “Many. varieties of 


termites are found throughout 
the United States,” said Sparks, 
“Our . concern ' with — the, 
Formosan. termite. is. that. it has 
the ability to consume more 
wood in comparison to other 
subterranean termites.” 

The’ Formosan subterranean 
termite may be spread in any 
infested’ cellulose wood, paper 
or other products including rail- 
road ties, utility poles, used 
structural wood, lumber, pallets, 
landscape timbers and similar 
items.

For the protection of citizens, 
the North Carolina Secretary of 
State's Office issued a Cease 
and Desist Order. (C&D). on 
February 23, 2006 against a 
company referred to as 
LifeClicks, L:L.C (LifeClicks) 
and: against an agent for 


LifeClicks . named — Charis 
Johnson; who. resides in 
Charlotte; NC. 


LifeClicks was ‘responsible 
for posting an internet program | 
entitled “12 Daily. Pro” (12DP) 
that could be accessed by the 
general. public ‘at’ wwwil2dai- 
lypro.com... As early as April 
18; 2005, LifeClick’s. 12DP 
Internet sité offered residents of 
North Carolina and other states 
the opportunity to engage in the 
business of “autosurfing,” a new 
type of online advertising, pro- 
gram . which’ . automatically 
rotates ‘advertised: web. sites 
within the . electronic web 


browser of.an accessing Internet.. 


user. Revenue: was allegedly 


generated by the chosen adver- 


tisers paying ‘the host’ of the’ 
“autosurfing” «site which, in 
turn, paysia percentage commis- 
sion or hourly rate to “autosurf- 
ing” participants for viewing the 
advertiser’s information. 
Apparently the LifeClicks’ 
12DP., site solicits accessing 
Internet users to become “mem- 
bers" of the 12DP “autosurfing” 
program. Accessing users may 
become, members of the 12DP 
program without charge; how- 
ever, funds can’t be learned by a 
“nonpaying member” even 
though a “nonpaying member” 
may perform the function of

During the regular monthly 
meeting Thursday, March 9, 
Coffee. County. Board of 
Education members received a 
draft of the proposed school cal- 
endar for school term 2006-07. 

Superintendent Dr. Linda 
Ingram quickly noted that some 
changes had to be made to the 
proposed calendar as schools 
will be increasing the number of 
instructional’ days from .175 to 
180 for ‘the 2006-07 school 
term.’Also, she said the Coffee 
County School System most 
likely-will have to start the term 
a few days later than normal 
because of the arrival of test 
scores from the state. 

In the proposed. calendar, 
Ingram said the school term will 
probably begin Aug. 7th. In the 
past, school has been out for the 
entire week of Thanksgiving; 


however, Ingram said the pro- 
posed calendar does not give the 
whole week off. Also, she said 
the calendar will change in 
regards to Spring Break as the 
system will go from 10 days off 
to only five days off. 

With the. changes © at 
Thanksgiving and Spring Break, 
Ingram said the system will still 
be able to end the school term at 
the end of May. She said the 
proposed calendar has the last 
day for students on May 30th 
and the last day for teachers on 
May 31st. 

No action was taken by board 
members regarding the calen- 
dar. Ingram said she wanted to 
get it out for review, and the 
board will vote to accept the 
proposed calendar at a later 
date. 

With Spring Break set to 
begin the day after the March 
9th board SHOE the superin- 


tendent had a promising report 
regarding the renovation work 
at New Brockton High School. 

Ingram said a good deal of 
progress has been made in the 
past few weeks, She said con- 
tractors plan to be finished by 
April 15th. 

Ingram said other projects 
also. are progréssing including 
roof. work at Zion Chapel 
Elementary School.
